tories for H-3 Army and Hsavy 
Losses in the Ranks of the 
Sturdy Nipponites

ST. PE3TBRSBUBO, Jan. 16.—Kuro- 


patkin In a dispatch to the Emperor 
reporting the Russian cavalry raids 
of January 10 and llth says: 


"The Japanese suffered heavily. The 


Russian losses durlngr these two days 
were, three officers killed, ten wound- 
ed and fifteen soldiers 
killed and 


forty-nine wounded, 


"During the evening of January 10th 


one and a half companies of Japanese 
Infantry and a half squadron of Japa- 
nese dragoons were defeated 
with 


great losses. 
On January llth, a 


Japanese company and two squadrons 
of cavalry, which were occupying New- 
chang, were driven out by Cossacks, 
who occupied the place. 
Afterwards I 


they pursued the company, defeating 
It and Inflicting a heavy loss. 


The same night our parol damaged 


the railway and telegraph line, captur- 
ing a train and two locomotives. Dur- 
ing these two days our cavalry defeat- 
ed several small detatchmenta 
anil 


captured one officer, fourteen soldiers 
and 600 carts with stores. 


"On January 12th our patrols dam- 


aged the railway sis miles from Yan- 
kow and a Russian detatchment reach, 
ed Yankow. 
Our artillery cannon- 


aded the station, set flre to the stores 
and later stormed the station. The Ja- 
panese openedflre with rifles and ma- 
chine guns and our men sought shelter 
In the dltchea and again attacked until 
they reached the railroad line, when a 
strong column of Japanese Infantry 
"pneared advacing from Talshlklaoj 
Our forces being Inferior r«Jtlred,' car- 
rying away nearly all the killed and 
wounded.

printing bills so that they will show all changes proposed 
In the laws. Under the proposed plan new matter would 
be marked in one way and matter to be omitted indicated 
in another. It has raised a great outcry, the claim being 
made that it would add enormously to the printing cost 
of a session of the legislature. 


It seems such a plan is followed In congress. A meas- 


ure amending existing law is printed so as to show exact- 
ly what changes are to be and thus members are advised 
at once what the effect of the measure would be. The plan 
Is a good one. When no . such precautions are taken 
changes may be slipped through that the legislature would 
not make if all the members were fully advised of the full 
effect of the measure. For instance an amendatory meas- 
ure may come up during the crowded hours at the close 
of the session. 
Some one interested in it will explain 


that It aims to incorporate a certain provision in the law. 
The explanation may be plausible, members feeling that 
the proposed provision Is wise and should be made. Thus 
the bill passes, but later on it Is found that a long section 
of the original law has been omitted, eliminating from the 
statute provisions, which the people did not wish to have 
repealed. 
That has probably been done in every state 


legislature. 


A common provision Is that any section to be amended 


shall be set forth In full as it is proposed to stand after 
amendment. To drop out a number of Important provisions 


It* very simple, and advantage has often been taken of 
the carelessness of members in looking up the original 
section to secure the passage of measures that could not 
have run the gauntlet had all members been advised of 
their true Import. 


A member must compare the bill with every section of 


the statute It is proposed to amend if he is to be certain 
of the purpose of the measure. That has to be done with 
great care, for It is very easy to insert a few words that 
may escape attention. The comparison must be line for 
line and word for word, or the member may find he has 
voted for some change against which he would have ar- 
rayed himself had his information been exact. 


Unfortunately only a small proportion of the members 


of some legislatures are so painstaking and advantage is 
very often taken of the common laxity. The printed bill 
could easily be made to show every change and it would 
be observed by every member paying the least attention 
to his bill file. Such a change would make it far more dif- 
ficult to slip through bills having a hidden meaning.

The government of the canal »one and 
control of its relations with the republic of Panama will 
be placed directly In the hands of the president, and it is 
possible some laws on the subject will be enacted during 
the present session. If that plan be adopted it will un- 
doubtedly expedite construction of the canal, for the pres- 
ent commission is altogether too cumbersome. 
The three 


engineers appointed to succeed it will have Just one thine 
to accomplish—construction of the waterway—and it will 
devote it* undivided energies to the work free from all 
distractions caused by other matters.

AN INJURY TO THE , 


PK INTERESTS 


Perhaps one of the greatest hallu- 


cinations is the belief of many persona 
that they can foretell the weather for 
a month or even a .year in advance, 
especially the 
occurrence of earth- 


quakes, destructive storms and dam- 
aging 
floods. 
Some of these long 


range weather prophets base their pre- 
dictions upon astronomical phenome- 
na, while others make use of long tem- 
perature and precipitation records of 
the Weather Bureau in figuring out 
their 
fallacious 
forecasts. 
Weather 


forecasts based upon planetary Influ- 
ences are considered by scientists as 
nonsensical, misleading and positive- 
ly injurious to public Interests. Per- 
sons who make and distribute such 
forecasts are simply In the prediction 
business'for the sake of notoriety and 
personal gain. 


The forecasting of the weather for 


a day or two in advance Is a very 
simple proposition, especially to those 
who have been trained In scientific 
forecasting, and who are fully versed 
m the science of modern meteorology. 


The chief of the Weather Bureau In 


commenting upon the subject of long 
range weather forecasts, has the fol- 
lowing to say: 


"It is the opinion of the leading me- 


teorologists of the world that public 
Interests are injured by the publica- 
tion of so-called long range weather 
forecasts, especially by such predic- 
tions as relate to severe storms, floods, 
droughts, and other atmospheric phe- 
nomena of a dangerous or damaging 
character, and the persistent efforts of 
certain men to foist their predictions 
upon the public, for personal gain, 
have reached such proportions that It 
Is deemed advisable fairly and temper- 
ately to counteract the influence of 
those men whom we believe to bo 
preying upon the credulity of the pub- 


'Some of these men may be honest, 


and may in their Ignorance, attach un- 
due Importance to storms that may, 
accidentally, coincide In time of oc- 
currence with certain relative posi- 
tions of the planets, or with changes 
In the phases and positions of the 
moon, oY with periods of increase or 
decrease In sun-spots, or apparent va- 
riations In the solar Intensity. Men of 
this class find that for which they 
sincerely seek, 'they mark when they 
hit and never mark when they miss,* 
and the occurrence of a storm within 
the broad area of the United States, 
and, 
at times, within much broader 


area, on or near the day for which they 
have predicted a story, confirms, in 
their minds, the value of their system 
of prediction. 


"They may believe that they have 


discovered a physical la\v or a me- 
terorologlcal principle that has not 
been revealed to astronomers, mete- 
orologists, or any other class of sci- 
entific Investigators, but the publica- 
tion of predictions that, by reaaon of 
their absolute inaccuracy, are calcu- 
lated to be positively Injurious to ag- 
ricultural, commercial and other In- 
dustrial Interests, casts a serious doubt 
upon the honesty of their purpose, 
and upon the asserted disinterested, de- 
votion to the public welfare. 


"Such publications bring the science 


of meteorology Into disrepute and can 
not, therefore, be made In response to 
a desire to advance that science along 
useful lines; and they retard the work 
of the 
honest investigator, 
through 


whose efforts, only, can gains be made 
n fundamental knowledge of the cau- 
atlon of weather that will Justify 
orecasts for a month or a season In 
dvance. 


'As a result of my personal verifl- 


atlon of the work of long range weath- 
r forecasters, some of whom have so 
ar gained the confidence of the rural 
>ress as to receive liberal compensa- 
lon for their predictions. I am led to 
the conclusion that these forecasters 
knowingly perpetrate fraud and do 
positive Injury to the public at large. 
[t Is to be regretted that so many 
newspapers not only give space to 
these harmful predictions, but actual- 
ly pay for them. 
Forecasts of this 


description can probably be classed 
with advertisements of quack medi- 
cines— they are both harmful in the
